Death of Licut. Steele, the Balloonist, 


From Yellow Fever. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Lieut. James R. 
Steele, whose death. from yellow fever is 


announced from Santiago de Cuba, was 
stationed in Chicago for two years in the 
Signal Service branch of the army. The 
lieutenant was 33 years old and had spent 
12 years of his life in the regular, army. 

He enlisted in St. Louis when 21 years 
old and was assigned to service in the 
Sixth Cavalry. After serving his first five 
years term, during which he participated 
in the Sioux campaign at Pine Ridge, he 
re-eniisted and took a course of instruc- 
tion in signaling, after which he was trans- 
ferred to that branch of the service. He 
Was a sergeant when he left the cavalry 
and was given the same rank when he en- 
tered the Signal Corps. At various times 
he Was stationed at San Francisco, Denver 
and Chicago. 

After the breaking out of the present war 
Steele was comm ssioned first lieutenant 
and went with Shafter’s army to Santiago, 
He was one of the men in the famous bal- 
loon which ascended to take observations 
of the enemy's position. The balloon was 
riddled with bullets, but the aeronauts es- 
caped with their lives. Lieut. Steele leaves 
a widow and two children, who are visit- 
ing his relatives in Almonte, Ontario.

IN ST. LOUIS EN ROUTE HOME. 


Sons of Rich Men, They Say, Fought 
Like Tigers and Showed the Stuff 
They Were Made of. 


Two strapping youths in military uniform 
alighted from a Vandalia train at Union 
Station Friday morning. They were F. N. 
Bea] and E. W Newcomb, troopers belong- 
ing to Col. “Teddy” Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders. ‘They are en route home to Okla- 
homa direct from New York, where they 
underwent surgical treatment for gun-shot 
wounds. To a Post-Dispatch representative 
they told a thrilling story of their Cuban 


experiences. 

“We landed in Cuba about June 22 with 
740 men,” said Newcomb. “Contrary to 
popular impression we were not mounted 
as cavalrymen, since the brush is too dense 
in Cuba for horses. A squad was left in 
Tampa to care for the live stock, so that 
our hting capacity was considerably re- 
duced. The march to Santiago was under 
the most unfavorable conditions. The 
weather was terrifically hot, and after 14 
hours’ trudging in the Dilazging sun we 
were willing to pray for the end of our 
journey. 

“We led the regulars the second day, 
June 23, and encountered a troop of Span- 
iards shortly before noon. The fight began 
in earnest at once, and we hopped about 
lively to escape.the Spanish bullets that 
rained on us from all sides. A few seconds 
later our men began to drop on the fleld 
dying and wounded. Young Hamilton Fish 
of New York was the first to forfeit 
hie life. He was a‘bold, darifg fellow and 
feared no danger. He charged on the 
enemy with almost reckless bravery. 

‘The sens of millionaires, of whom there 
were not a few with us, fought nobly for 
their country. Their wealth and social 
distinction was entirely obliterated in the 
struggle against the common enemy. They 
ate hard tack with the same relish as those 
who were unused to better fare. 

“Nine of our comrades were killed in the 
skirmish I referred to, and 21 were wound- 
There were twice that number on the 
regulars’ mortality Hist. After a stubborn 
fight we routed the Spaniards. We reached 
Santiago on the evening of June 2%, after 
fifty hours’ weary marching. The town of 
El Caney was captured on July 1, but not 
with ease. The onslaught on the Spanish 
breastworks and block houses was tremen- 
dous, and I thought the roar of gun and 
musketry would never cease. 

“The following day the army renewed the 
assault on San Juan heights. Hundreds 
of our boys perished. The third day Col. 
Roosevelt came to us and said: ‘Boys, we 
must go at them like Trojans to-day, and 
victory will be ours.’ The Rough Riders 
were accordingly well to the front in the 
final charge. s we opened fire I felt a 
stinging sensation in leg, soon fol- 
lowed by a sharp pain in the knee. I was 
shot in both places, but I determ'ned to 
even up matters with the Spanmes, and 
so I continued fightipg for half an hopr 
though suffering inténsely from the bullet 
wounds. ivate Beal was shot in the 
shoulder and carried away on a stretcher. 
One after another fell until the dead and 
disabled numbered 9300. 

“All during the battle Col. Roosevelt 
spurred us on with cheering words, and saw 
that the injured men received proger medi- 
cal attention. I always felt like I wanted 
to fight under Col. Roosevelt, and after my 
furlough I expect to return for another 
skirmish or two. . 

“The sufferin and rivation reported 
among our soldiers in Cuba is not exag- 
gerated. Thousands will never see home 
unless better provision is made for ‘them. 
Beal and I came to New York on one of the 
transports and were two weeks in the Gov- 
ernment hospital.’’ 

L. G. Watrous, a private in Troop G, th 
United States Infantry, also passed 
through the city Friday on his return from 
Santiago. He lives in Kansas City. He 
has two scars on his head as mementos of 
an engagement with the Spaniards. He 
says the Dons are brave fighters. and the 
nee are for the most part utter cow- 
ards,

Uncle Bamuel has realized over $1,000,000 
additional taxes from the people of St. 
Louis since the war revenue law went Into 
effect. The amount is divided as follows: 
Proprietary stamps, $54,018.93; documen- 
tary stamps, $31..130.84; special tax stamps. 
$106,429.26; tax on cigars and cigimettes 
$94,254; tax on manufactured tobacco, $20.- 
000; beer tax, $225,000; the total aggregating 
$1,046, 133.03. 

From these figures it will be seen that 
the breweries and tobacco manufacturers 
nominally bear the burden of taxation, but 
as their products have been increased in 
excess of the tax, they are really deriving 
@ profit under the new law. The l.quor ana 
topacco tax is double what it was under 
the old law, so that the sum quoted is 
only one-half the aciual cash paid to the 
collector from these sources. 

The revenue in special tax stamps, which 
fre virtually special licenses for the va- 
rious lines of business affected by the act, 
show. up remarkably well. The docu- 
mentary stamps which are pasted on every 
slip of paper containing a money stipula- 
tion, are yielding the Government an 
abundance of cash. Cigarettes and cigars 
are not used ag extensively: as was sup- 
posed, judging from the slght eincome of 
the Government from their sale. 

The demand for tax stamps continues 
and the Internal Revenue Co. lector’s bow ks 
show an average dally revenue of $20.00 
from that source. Collector Grenner be- 
lieves that St. Louis wil) contribute any- 
where from $8,000 000 to $10,000,000 interna! 
revenue taxes to defray the expenses of the 
war with Spain. 

A decision which Mr. Grenner pronounced 
fe absurd was received from Cummiss oner 
Scott Saturday relative to tax on checks. 
The communication from Washington 
reads: 

Daniel Hart, Jr., of Berger, in your district, has 
been referred to you, and you will please inform 
him that the Seent trade check fesued by him, 
sample of which is sent bere, being an engraved 
eircelar plece of paper reciting, ‘‘that this check 
in good at the store of Danie) Hart, Jr., for the 
amount shown on back,’’ viz., 5 centa, is noi 
held to be subject to tax stamp unless it should 
come to be accepted and paid by third parties es 
and order for the payment of money.

is an order for money and should ton- 
tain a 2-cent stamp. I have notified 
Tnited States District Attorney Rozier of 
the commissioner's instruction, and he will 
appeal the quest.on to the Attorney Gen- 
eral in Washington.”

R. D. Kirkpatrick, manager of the Amer- 
fean Linseed and Castor ©ill Works, has 
written to the authorities at Washington, 
asking if castor oll is lable to stamp tax, 
and if it may be dispensed by the retailer 
without additional stamping. Commissioner 
Scott replies that castor oil is not subject 
to stamp tax unless sold under a label as a 
remedy or apecific for any ailment; as hav- 
ing any spc claim to merit; as having 
any peculiar advantage in mode of prepara 
tion, quality, use or effect. 

Liquors not known and used as wine, or 
the principal ingredient of which Is not 
wine. do not require stamps unless they 
are held out or rect™mended to the publ 
by the makers, venders or proprietors 
thereof as proprietary medicines or prep- 
arations or as remedies or specifics for any 
disease. 

“We are under the opinion,”” says Com- 
missioner Scott, “that vermouth when bot- 
tled for sale as such is taxtible and must 
be stamped as wine under the law referred 
to. The basis or principal ingredient ot 
vermouth is white wine and the fact that 
other ingredients are added does not take 
it from the category of wines, at least for 
purposes of internal revenue taxation,”

It is definitely charged that* Gen. Wade's division was 
formed by the War Department to join the rto Rican 
“picnic” for political reasons, in order to placate States none 
of whose troops had been ordered to the front. 

Although the conditions of the Santiago army must have 
been known to Secretary Alger, nearly all the transports 
were drawn away from Santiago for the purpose of sending 
useless reinforcements to Porto Rico. The army was wretch- 
edly provided with supplies and hospital resources, and was 
rapidly succumbing to disease, but it was the intention of the 
War Department to leave it in Cuba to a miserable fate until 
the protest of Col. Roosevelt and his fellow officers under 
Shafter forced an immediate change of plan. 

Secretary Alger went into the Cabinet under a cloud, and 
evidence of mismanagement of his department for political 
purposes has cropped out from the beginning. Many of the 
grave mistakes that have been made have been susceptible 
of the suspicion of unworthy influences. 

Secretary Alger does not redeem his mistakes by attacking 
the men who are trying for the good of the army and ‘the 
country to prevent or correct them. He would better look to 
his own conduct and reputation than to devise schemes to 
discredit Col. Roosevelt, who did gallant service at Santiago, 
and who, whatever his errors, is prompted in his advice and 
protest by a desire to save the lives of brave Americans and 
to promote the welfare of the army and the country.

AMERICAN MONEY-SEEKERS ARE 
RAPIDLY TAKING POSSES-

IT IS STiLu VERY DIRTY. 


A Spanish Paper Is Printed There 
With Interesting Stories About 
an American City Called 
New York. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 77.—The 
dirty condition of this city, the heaps of 
foul refuse that encumber the streets, the 
maladorous alleys and byways, the lack 
of sanitary arrangements and drainage of 
any description are all matters that will 
require remedying if this is to become an 
American city. It should be remembered 
that the weeks of biockade, the fear of 
bomherdment, the scarcity of food and the 
genera] demoralization existing in @ be- 
sieged town have done much to edd to the 
conditions of filth and poor sanitation that 
normally prevail. For generations the peo- 
ple have lived regardless of the first rules 
of hygiene; the lower classes are sqneca 
of all precautionary measures a it 
not surpris.ng when our American officers 
issue an order through the Civil Governor 
of Santiago stating that all houses must 

at once thoroughly cieaned, inside and out, 
the order is disregarded. Orders are con- 
Stantly issued to the peop.e to report at 
once the death of any one in their house- 
boid, and threats of fine and enforced 
labor as a punishment carry little weight. 
Iextreme measures wi.l have to be taken to 
bring about a proper condition of affairs 
in this respect, and it will take many 
months of example and etringent entioee- 
ment of regulations to wrung the people to 
an observance of what is clearly best for 


their health. 

In the military hospital of the city there 
were on July 26 562 cases of the prevalent 
ma.arial fever, 121 cases of dysentery, 
cases of diarrhea, 274 cases of aenemia and 
19 cases of yellow fever. The yellow fever

“The common public, I am sure, does not 
know all that is in possession of the Gov- 
ernment, and I do not believe the officials 
at Wash'ngton have as much information 
as they will need te fairly and honestly set- 
tle this question. But whatever comes we 
should not aspire beyond a coaling station 
in the Philippines.’’ 


GEN. GEORGE HB. SHIELDS.—Under the 
Harrison Administration, and for a part of 
Cleveland's second term, Gen. Shields was 
the Solicitor of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and is prominent In the 
practice of national and 
international law. 


VIEWS OF GEN. SHIELDS. 

“I express my sentiments concerning this 
whole question when I say that I heartily 
approve of President McKinley’s terms of 
peace. The Philippe question is one that 
will admit of wide debate and the Presi- 
dent has done_well to leave it open in the 
absence of the facts which the Govern- 
ment must have and which will come to the 
commission appointed to dispose of the 
subject. 

“In the light of the history of the United 
States I am not afraid of annexation. I 
have no doubt we would be as successful 
in making the islands great and rich as 
we have been in the territory west of the 
Mississippi, which, when annexed, was all 
Savages and wilderness. 

“But it is a question of policy with me 
and with the country, whicn can only be de- 
termined after all the facts have been 
made knewn.”’ 


EX-GOV. WM. J. STONE.—Mr. Stone was 
three times a member of Congress from the 
Vertion County District; served four 
years as Governor of the State 
and is the Missouri member 
of the National Dem- 
ocratic Com- 
mittee. 


VIEWS OF EX-GOV. STONE. 
“I do not think the United States should 
seize the Philippine Islands and exercise 
sovereignty over in That would be a 


direct infraction of the epirit of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. That\@octrine forbids Euro- 


ean nations interféring with countries on 
his continent. Hawali and Porto Rico’ be 
long on th'‘s side. But we have no right 
to the Philippines. 

“Instead of an extension of territory we 
should work for an extension of commerce 
in the Orient. We should have’ harbors and 
sheltering places for our merchantmen and 
warships, not oniy in the Philippines, but 
in the Carolines and Ladrones. But I do 
not think we should take an entire island 
nor the city of Manila. 

“My idea is that we should allow Spain 
to resume contro] after she has granted us 
the concessions in the way of harbors

ing conquered their former masters in many 
sanguinary battles, taking some thousands 
of the Spanish regulars prisoners. They 
deserve our full consideration. Either we 
should protect them or else govern them. 

“There is no doubt they have been abused 
and misgoverned by the Spantards, who 
only rule colonies to ruin, or at least to 
enslave and tyrannize. No consideration 
should be shown Spain in the Phi:ppine 
matter.”’

‘Isolation and non-intervention may have 
been wisdom a hundred years ago, yet be 
folly and selfishness t6-day. If we are, as 
we claim, a free, liberal and progressive 

eoplé we should be anxious to extend our 
ieasines to others less favored, and I am 
not fearful as to the result. The uncon- 
querable Anglo-Saxon spirtt is equal to 
every emergency, and wherever it pre- 
dominates civilization is fostered and free- 
dom gustained. 

“T am in favor of acquiring and con- 
trolling the Philippines for another reason, 
viz.: That it will render free trade a nearer
